OF A NON=STAMP CELEBRATING THE CENTENNIAL. CEREMONIES FOR 
THE ISSUE WERE HELD ON JULY EIGHTH ON THE STEPS OF THE 


STATE CAPITOL BUILDING IN DENVER.
